The miners are enjoying too much 


prosperity; they have been earning 
good wages for the past six months 


and Ijave become indolent and lazy,' 
waa the story which the operators re- 
lated to the inquisitors today. 


They urged upon the investigators 


that the officials of the United Mine 
Workers' Union be summoned before 
the grand Jury and advised to order 
the miners to Increase their hours of 
labor from eight to ten. 


The operators declared they were 


willing to pay time and a half for 
this extra time put in. This increase 
in the number of hours of labor would 
add 100 cars of coal a day to the 
present output of the Illinois mines. 
The claim was advanced that the min- 
ers, owing to their present opulence 
often refuse to work more than six 
hours a day. The only drawback to 
the proposal of the operators Is 
the 


frank declaration of the railroads that 
it would be Impossible to handle the 
output. 


As a result of the operators shifting 


the blame, John J. Mitchell, President 
of the United Mine Workers' Union, 
and W. D. Ryan, Secretary of the 
Illinois Mine Workers, may be sum- 
moned before the grand Jury.

The gold output of the Black Hills 


In 1901 was $7,500,000 and the esti- 
mated production in 1900 has been 
about J8,S10,000, making 
a total of 


$121,279,000 since 1876, when the prod- 
uce was $1,200,000. The record shows 
a substantial Increase In each year 
since then. In a paper read at a re- 
cent meeting of the Black Hills Min- 
ing Men's Association at Deadwood, S. 
D, S. W. Russell reviewed the his- 
tory and prospects of that district as 
follows: 


The total yield of $121,279,000 has 


been supplied by four distinct and dis- 
similar sources as known to the miner, 
namely, placers, conglomerate 
beds, 


quartz lodes and refractory or "blan- 
ket" deposit. The discovery and work- 
ing of the rich placers were Imme- 
diately followed by the opening of the 
conglomerate or cement beds, and ai 
soon as machinery could be landed on 
the ground the rr.ning of these ores 
kept up and augmented the produc- 
tion established by the rich but In- 
evitably waning platers jntil the lim- 
ited area of tha conglomerate was in 
turn relieved bj the milling of ore from 
the permanent quartz \r ns. 
On the 


advent of railroad Hues some years 
later an avenue v\as opened for ship- 
ment of th' SUCCOUR I->FS to a mar- 
ket outsldt the hills and this perma- 
nent souif* of supply hsv since that

The hlstr' y of the discovery and 


early development of gold mining in 
the Black Hills, as many members of 
this assor-ial on can personally testify, 
has bp»n beset With difficulties, draw- 
backs and 
discouraging 
features, 


which taxed to thf limit the resources 
of the do'eimlr.td men and women who 
plonefrcd the industry. In the begin- 
ning of mining the whole region was 
an Indian useiration, the title to the 
land was vi feted In the Sioux tribes, 
and tr<e pioneers had not only to con- 
tend for occu;ancy with hostile tribes, 
but with United States soldiers as

the same ratio the total yield for 1902 
will be $8,810,664, showing an increase 
over 1901 of more than 
$1,125,000.

these entries are made by bona fide 
settlers. 


The public lands are the greatest 


asset of the national government. The 
evil consequences to the people result- 
ing from their loss are far more serious 
than would follow the loss of money. 
Unless the Deseit Land Act and the 
Commutation Clause of the Homestead 
Act are repealed 
in this session of 


Congress over twenty million acres of 


the public lands will 
be practically 


stolen by speculators within the next 
year, a much more serious loss to,the 
government than would be the loss in 
money from the treasury of the value 
of the land. 


Yet what a wave of public indigna- 


tion would sweep over the country and 
find voice in the press, if this session 
of Congress should pass a law under 
which the Treasury would be looted of 
such an enormous sum of money as 
the market value of these lands. The 
actual cash value of the public lands 
which will be absorbed by speculative 
entries within the next year if Con- 
gress does not shake oft its apathy and 
repeal these iniquitous land laws in 
this session of Congress, will before 
than a hundred million dollars. 


President Roosevelt has recommend- 


ed in his message to Congress that 
these obnoxious land laws should be 
i epealed, but it w ill not be done unless 
the pi ess of the country takes it up in 
detd earnest. The land grabbers with 
their agents and attorneys are not only 
poweiful politically but are versed in 
evetv nrt of delaying legislation and 
all they want is to be let alone.

HERE can be no doubt that Booker Washington Is 


working on correct lines for the solution of the race 


quest ion in the Vnlteil Stalest, and particularly in the 
South. Very mutually and justly he takes the position 
that the dei>oit.ition of eight or nine million colored peo- 
ple from this countiy is altogether impracticable. They 
know nothing of any c*her country but this, and it would 
be an unope.ikiihle hardship to send thorn against their 
will en m.isse to some nf\\. and to them, utterly strange 
land. These ]>c-i>i>lc- .ire heie. and hue the great problem 
must be winked out. 


Mr. W.i«hins;Kton's basic idea is that the negro should 


be thoioughly eiluc .lU-d in the mech.inic.-ul arts to the end 
that he may h.-i onie a strong and intelligent factor in the 
upbuilding of the nation, which, in rctuin. wilt result in his 
own upbuilding a* a man. As near as lan be gutheied 
from the genei.il tiend of his speeches, this most distin- 
guished of negio eiluc.cu>!!! thinks that coloied men, as a 
class, should eschew politic.«, until they have so far educat- 
ed themselves that no <|ii".tion of their intellectual fitness 
can fairly be i.tised, and his scheme of education appears 
to ignore politic .1) -philosophy almost entirely. 


Had this pi.in been adopted immediately on the aboli- 


tion of sla\eiy. there never would have been any serious 
race fiuestion in this country, .is the question has since 
•developed. The tumbles have grown out of the fact that 
Ihe negro was enfranchised as a purely political proposition 
The pretense «as that he must have the ballot for his own 
protection, but the real object was to Increase and perpet- 
uate the power of the Republican party. It was assumed 
that the freemen would all vote the Republican ticket, thus 
assuring the ascendency of that party in several of the 
southern States. 


Probably ninety-the per cent of these people did not 


Icnow one letter of the alphab"t from another. Just out 
of bondage they weie as densely ignorant as men could be 
•and be able to express themselves in language that could 
be understood. Not only were they wholly unfit to exei- 
' else the right of suffrage, but the placing of the ballot In 


theii hands was .in .iffrout to the entire white population 
of the Southern States. The result might easily have 
been foreseen, and it was foreseen by some of the ablest 
men in the Republican party, notably Indiana's great "war 
Governor" Oliver P. Morton.

fore embarking on such a paternal venture. Leaving out 
the speculator and taking into account only those seeking 
honest investment, ten times more money, to say the least, 
has been sunk in farm mortgages, suburban lots, patent 
rights, buying and selling grain, cotton and other commod- 
ities, where no corporate shares were dealt in or even ex- 
isted than was ever lost on account of the fictitious or 
excessive issue of corporate securities. I cannot but re- 
gard corporate publicity, of the kind and to the extent ad- 
' vocated by many, as a certain and serious hinderance to 
effective competition."
